At Rubi, near Barcelo- 
na, M. Albricias, a member of the Cen- 
tral International Committee of the Y. 
M. C. A., is still the butt of the Roman 
Catholic priest and those under his in- 
fluence. He is subjected to a series of 
vexations, the object of which is to 
make him leave the place. As heis at 
the head of a very interesting little com- 
munity there, we hope he will not be 
obliged to abandon Rubi. 





THE NEW CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY Al 
Washington, D. C., at the laying of 
the corner-stone of which President 
Cleveland attended last May, is already 
meeting with opposition from Roman 
Catholic dignitaries. Archbishop Cor- 
rigan has started an opposition concern 
in New York,and already $50,000 have 
been subscribed for its erection. Bish- 
op Spaulding, of Peoria, has been disap- 
pointed at not obtaining the rectorship 
of the Washington institution, in place 
of Bishop Keane of Richmond, who 
was the ghoice of Cardinal Gibbons. 
And now the Jesuits are up in arms 
against it. Their college at George- 
town, D. C., which had a monopoly 
of the education of the children of Sen- 
ators and Members of Congress, is in 
danger of being supplanted by the Uni- 
versity, andthey are putting forth all 
their energies to preserve their prestige. 
Father Doonan, the president, has been 
removed and a younger man, with 
‘‘American ideas,” has been appointed 
in his place, the orders coming directly 
from Rome. 


Rev. W. F. Davis HAS BEEN RELEAS- 
ed from Boston jail after serving ten 
months for the ‘‘crime” of preaching 
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the Gospel of the Son of God in Bos- 
ton Common. On Sunday, September 
g, he preached to a great audience in 
Music Hall, Boston. He said his 
‘‘crime” in the eyes of the Roman 
Catholic Mayor(O’Brien), of the Roman 
Catholic Sheriff (O’Brien), and of the 
other Roman Catholic officials of Bos- 
ton, was that he ‘‘preached the Word 
of God to common people on common 
ground.” Mr. Davis is an humble yet 
withal most noble minister of the Gos- 
pel. His counsel has obtained a per- 
mit for him to preach on the Common. 
This, the Roman Catholics say, is a 
great victory for them.

These figures are, of course, very 
much lower than those of the days of 
the temporal power; yet, during that 
regime there was more immorality and 
crime in Rome than in any other Eu- 
ropean city, and even still over 100,000 
of the inhabitants, one-third of the pop- 
ulation, cannot either read or write. 


Hope for Ireland.

+3 HE New York Sun, after giving a 
f list of the Catholic churches and 
institutions in New York city, con- 
cludes as follows: ‘‘Thus, with its 
grand cathedral, its 75 churches, its 40 
chapels, its 300 priests, its 300 broth- 
ers, its 2,000 religious women, its 40,- 
000 students in colleges, schools and 
academies, its support of 15,000 in- 
mates of asylums and homes, and its 
Catholic population of 800,000, and 
its capital of $30,000,000, invested in 
Catholic institutions, the city of New 
York is at present one of the strong- 
holds of the Catholic faith.” 

Not only is it ‘‘one of the strong- 
holds,” but it is the greatest Roman 
Catholic city in the world, 
excepted. 


Paris not 
The Irish element consti- 
tutes the main strength of Rome in 
New York. There is a large German 
Catholic population, to be sure, but 


they are not as aggressive and offensive 
in their advocacy of the Papal claims 
to supreme rule as our friends of Irish 


birth and descent. When the Irish in 
America are emancipated from the false 
teachings and superstitions of the 
Church of Rome, the end of the Papal 
power is not far distant. Will they ev- 
er be emancipated? Yes, if the true 
way of salvation be presented to them. 
No, if the Gospel of Jesus Christ be 
withheld from them. Rome does not 
give them the Gospel, but something 
else. Many priests would like to preach 
Christ and Him crucified to the people 
in the Roman Catholic churches, but 
they know from the experience of oth- 
ers that they would be marked men, to 
be disciplined at the first opportunity 
and ultimately forced to leave the 
Church. Mostif not allof the quar- 


rels between bishops and priests have 
their origin in the desire of the latter to 
be more Christian than Papal, to lift up 
Christ rather than ‘‘the Church” or the 
Pope as the fountain of Christian life. 
Every priest who has done this has suf- 
fered ; he is accused of teaching Pro- 
testant doctrine; he is nota ‘‘sound 
Catholic ;” and should he persist in his 
course he will be compelled to choose 
between freedom to preach without a 
pulpit or an audience, and doing the 
best he can where he is. He general- 
ly choses the latter, and to be safe from 
persecution interlards his evangelical 
discourses with glorifications of the 
Church, the Pope, the Apostolic suc- 
cession, the Virgin Mary, etc. Like 
the rum-sellers’ wives, who give money 
so freely for masses, he hopes God will 
overlook the evil for the sake of the 
good intended. 

The Irish or Germans, French, or 
Italians cannot be delivered from Pop- 
ery except by the preaching of the Gos- 
pel, and the Gospel must be preached 
by Christians, not alone by ministers 
whose ‘‘business” it is to preach it, but 
by every Christian man and woman 
who has been redeemed by the blood 
of the Lamb. ‘‘Ye are My witnesses,” 
Christ Jesus says to every Christian in 
the world. ‘‘Ye are called into the 
court of public opinion to testify for 
Me, to bear witness to the truth of My 
Gospel that has made you what you are 
—righteous and just, holy and virtuous, 
the children of God.” It is arelic of 
Popery which even the Reformation 
did not destroy, that to be a preacher 
of righteousness and a witness for 
Christ one must needs be an ordained 
minister. The minister has his place 
as the teacher of his congregation, but 
every member of the congregation 
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should be a teacher and exemplar to 
those who are without Christ and who 
know not the way to him. If every 
member of the Protestant churches 
in New York would tell of Jesus and 
the way of eternal life to one of their 
Roman Catholic acquaintances or ser- 
vants, how many conversions from 
Rome would there be in a year? Tens 
of thousands, we venture to say. We 
know that many are deterred from do- 
ing this for fear of giving offence, but 
it is a mistake to imagine that Catho- 
lics are offended by hearing of Jesus 
and his love. _It is only at the belli- 
cose manner of Protestants who are not 
the highest types of Christians that they 
are offended. The Gospel of the love 
of Christ will not offend them, except 
of course those brutal natures who are 
steeped in ignorance and vice. Sin is 
always offended at hearing of Christ ; 
it would erase His name from the 
hearts of men ; it would destroy Him 
ifit could. But though Catholics are 
sinners like other people, they are not 
all of the vile sort, and if efforts be 
made to reach them with the Gospel 
they will hear it gladly, and many will 
be converted.

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The Pope’s Soliloquy. 





(PT was evening in the Vatican, and 
j 5 the Pope sat alone in his room 
in the great palace with a telegram in 
his hand. Holding it close to his eyes 
(for his sight is growing dim as he ad- 
vances in years), he read as follows : 

Turin, Sept. 11, 1888. 

“The marriage ceremony between Prince 
Amadeus, the duke of Aosta, and Princess Le- 
titia has just been performed. The civil cere- 
mony took place at eleven o’clock in the palace 
before the representatives of the houses of Sav- 
oy and Bonaparte, the marriage deeds being 
signed by the bridegroom and bride, by King 
Humbert and his Queen, and by Prince Jerome 
Bonaparte and the Princess Clotilde. The re- 
ligious services in the royal chapel were per- 
formed by Cardinal Alimonda, who made a 
pathetic address on the blessing and duties of the 
married state. ”’ 

As he read this telegram the Pope 
was deeply affected. Bowing his head, 
with his fingers to his forehead, he re- 
mained in deep thought for a few min- 
utes. Rousing himself he crumpled 
the paper in his hand and tossed it in- 
to the waste paper basket. Then cross- 
ing one knee over the other, with 
fingers intertwined and his hands rest- 
ing on his lap, he thus communed with 
himself : 

‘Well, I’m glad it is over. I have 
been greatly troubled about this mar- 
riage. For the last three months ne- 
gotiations have been going on about 
it, and it isa relief that at last every- 
thing has been arranged satisfactorily. 
But what a queer marriage it is! The 
uncle, forty-three years old, to marry 
his niece of twenty-two—his sister's 
daughter! Incest! incest! is what the 
world will call it. And I was forced 
to sanction it. To be sure I received 
100,000 lire ($20,000) for a dispensa- 
tion, and that is some consolation. 


‘But if I had my own way I would 
never consent to such an incestuous 
union. It is horrible! Nearly as bad 
as the marriage of brother and sister. 
How could such a good woman as 
Princess Clotilde give her only daught- 
er in marriage to her brother. If the 
married couple should have children, 
as married people usually do, she will 
be grandmother to her nephews and 
nieces, and if that bad man _ her hus- 
band, Prince Jerome Bonaparte, from 
whom she has heen separated these 
many years—if he should die, she 
might want to marry one of her grand- 
children, on tg plea that he would be 
only her nephew. It is awful to con- 
template such a possibility. I suppose 
I would be asked for a dispensation in 
such a case. But I would not grant it. 
No, no, never! What! Give a dis- 
pensation to a person to marry his 
grandmother ? 

‘But if the grandmother and the 
Jesuits insisted upon it, I suppose | 
would have to doit. They plagued the 
life out of me before I consented to 
give Prince Amadeus and Princess Le- 
tita a dispensation; and Father Andral- 
edy, the general of the Jesuits, threat- 
ened me with the vengeance of the Order 
ifI did not yield to them; I know 
what such a threat means, and little as 
I care about life, or the few years that 
remain to me, as I am nearly four score 
years, I do not wish to lay down the 
burden until I see my temporal power 
restored. I call it my temporal power, 
though I never possessed it; my foolish 
predecessor having surrendered it, 
through force of arms, only two months 
after he had claimed his infallibility. 
What fatal days—July 10 (the day of 
Infallibility), and September 20, 1870, 
when the Italian troops entered this 
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holy city of Rome and proclaimed Vic- 
tor Emmanuel king of United Italy. 
Why did not my predecessor resist to 
the death ? What a name he could 
have made for himself if he had suffer- 
ed martrydom in defence of his tem- 
poral power. I-could now speak of 
him as my ‘‘martyred predecessor.” 
But Pio Nono was a man of the world 
who did not court martyrdom, and 
whose vanity led him to coerce the 
Vatican Council into a declaration of 
his infallibility. Little good it did him, 
since he lost the temporal power so 
soon afterwards. 

“Father Andraledy and my other 
Jesuit advisers (‘‘advisers!” What a 
mockery is the word; ‘‘masters I” 
should have said), all think I might be 
able to regain the temporal power by 
means of this marriage, 
though it be. 


incestuous 
King Humbert has only 
one child, asickly youth, and if he 
should die, Amadeus would be heir to 
the throne of Italy. Amadeus is a de- 
voted son of the Church, and if he 
should become king, he would doubt- 
less restore the temporal power, and I 
would be a king, like my great prede- 
cessors; a king—what an enviable posi- 
tion! Head of the Universal Church 
and King of Rome! Perhaps even King 
of the former States of the Church! 
That is something worth considering, 
and I see that Andraledy has brought 
the usual Jesuit shrewdness to bear on 
this marriage question. If Amadeus 
should become King the Jesuits would 
know how to deal with him. At pres- 
ent he is more than half a Jesuit, and 
it will not be hard to make hima full 
one. - 

‘Weill, let events take their course. 
I will throw no obstacle in the way of 
the Jesuits. Thisis their scheme. The 


Duke of Aosta is under their guidance 
and if they succeed, it will be a great 
triumph for the Church. If they fail in 
their plans I cannot be in a worse con- 
dition than I amnow. When things 
come to the worst, they must mend, as 
the English poet, Shakespeare, says. 
Was it Shakespeare whosaid that? | 
cannot remember; I am getting rusty 
in my literature ; public events—my 
Golden Jubilee, the Irish Rescript, my 
Encyclical on Liberty and the many 
conferences I had with the Jesuits on 
this marriage question—have forced me 
to lay aside my books. 

‘‘Whether Shakespeare or Dante said 
it, the saying is true that when matters 
have reached their worst stage they 
must take a turn for the better—they 
can't be worse, and thatis exactly my 
condition, The new law passed by the 
Italian Parliament makes it a criminal 
offence for any one within the borders 
of the Italian Kingdom—bishops, priests 
or laymen, —by speech or writing to 
oppose official acts of the government. 
They have not exempted even ME— 
the Head ofthe holy Roman Catholic 
Church, the Father of the Faithful, the 
Universal Ruler of the souls of men— 
they have not exempted me from their 
penal law! AndI can nothing 
but protest ; 1am a prisoner in my Vat- 
ican palace; they laugh at my curses 
and excommunications. Signor Cris- 
pi, the Prime Minister, says they will 
be more considerate of my feelings if I 
bless them. But I will not bless them ; 
no, never—until they restore my tem- 
poral power. 

‘‘My affairs are indeed in a bad way. 
I have tried to mend them by my ad- 
dresses during my jubilee, my Irish 


do 


rescript and my approval of this mar- 
riage ; but I fear I havenot been very 
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successful. My complaining addresses 
on the loss of the temporal power have 
fallen on dull ears ; the English govern- 
ment has been pleased with my con- 
demnation of boycotting and the plan 
of campaign, but many of the Irish have 
been alienated ; and this marriage will 
be accounted incestuous for all time. 
How I wish for peace and quiet! 
Prince Amadeus and_ his niece-wife 
say they will find happiness in their 
marriage. I wonder will they? Ifthey 
couldn't be happy without — get- 
ting married, why didn’t they go about 
the business like other folks and not 
drag me into it? Ifthey couldn't be 
married without my dispensation, why 
didn’t they elope? What do I know 
of marriage, an old man likeme? In 
my younger days I used to be interest- 
ed in the union of 
‘Two souls with but a single thought, 
Two hearts that beat as one.’ 

but I am past all that now. Ah me! 
Old age is hard enough to bear, but 
a lonely old age, without any one 
to love—no wife or children to soothe 
my declining years, no one to care for 
me but the Jesuits; and though they 
say they love me, yet who could love 
them ?—My lot in life is not an envi- 
able one. Would it be better if I 
gave myself a dispensation and 
got married? I will submit that 
question to some honest Jesuit—if 
I can find one.” And the holy Pope of 
Rome retired to his lonely couch, after 
saying the beads in honor of the Virgin 
Mary, and invoking her powerful aid 
to keep away these sleep-destroying 
thoughts from his mind.

Converting Roman Catholics. 





The following extract from a letter 
which we wrote to a friend in Boston 
will serve asa general reply to many 
letters received from that city : 

‘Your interest in the conversion of 
Roman Catholics has made you a per- 
sonal friend of ours. . . Muchas I 
prize the privilege of contending against 
Romanism, a thousand times more do 
J love to preach Christ and Him cruci- 
fied to the Roman Catholics and lead 
them to know Him as their Saviour. 
That is a work that brings its own re- 
ward and gives sweetness and light to 
the toiler, even if the great mass of Pro- 
testants should not sympathize with it. 
Many persons would listen to exposure 
of the corruption and wickedness of 
the human nature in Catholics, wheth- 
er pope, bishops, priests, monks, nuns 
or laymen, who would not hear or read 
about the conversion of those people. 
Unregenerate human nature is the 
same in palace or hovel, in the monas- 
tery as well as out of it, and the only 
antidote for the poison of sin is the 
blessed Gospel of the Son of God who 
came into the world to save sinners.

%HE great Spanish orator and states- 
man, Senor Castelar, gives a dra- 
matic picture of his expulsion from 
Rome, in the days before Victor Em- 
manuel entered that capital. Theland- 
lord ofhis hotel, having received a 
domiciliary visit from the police, went 
to his guest and asked him in a terri- 
fied manner, ‘‘Why did you conceal 
your rank from me ?” 

‘My rank ? 
ceal,” 

‘‘Your importance ?” 

‘I am not of any consequence.” 

‘You are a distinguished person.”

‘‘T distinguished !” said Senor Castel- 
ar; ‘“‘bah! you are mocking me.” 

‘‘T have kept the police from coming 
to your chambers by saying that I 
would communicate toyou their orders.” 

‘What orders ?” 

‘The orders to leave Rome imme- 
diately.” 

Senor Castelar had written books 
that were on the ‘‘Index Expurgatori- 
us,” and besides he was told that he 
was a friend of Garibaldi and Mazzini, 
a democrat and revolutionist, and that 
if he did not leave Rome by the first 
train in the morning he would be im- 


prisoned, and might even be hanged.

hoped they did not overlook this item 
regarding the expulsion of Senor Cas- 
telar from Rome by order of Pius IX, 
and the Holy Inquisition. The late 
Dr. Irenzeus Prime, editor of the New 
York Observer, when in Rome twenty 
years ago was warned against singing 
the Psalms of David and reading the 
Scriptures aloud in his room in the 
hotel where he and his friends resided. 
Many Americans and_ Englishmen 
had a similar experience in the days 
before Garibaldi and Victor Emman- 
uel. If the Pope should again become 
the ruler of Rome, or if he could exer- 
cise supreme power in any city of the 
world, he would not allow freedom of 
worship for one day. Would the Irish 
Americans sustain him in carrying out 
his policy of exclusion and condemna- 
tion of heretics? Yes, if they are good 
Roman Catholics who believe that he 
is the vicar of Christ on earth, the 
voice of God to man, the only living 
being who can save their souls through 
the sacraments that are administered by 
his agents—the bishops and _ priests. 
They may become good Republicans, 
and we hope they will, but their souls 
and consciences are in the keeping of 
a very astute politician in the person of 
Leo XIII. and if he ordered them to 
‘sell out” the Republican party ‘‘for 
the good of the Church,” they would 
doit. If they should refuse, then, as 
the Irishwoman said at one of our Re- 
formed Catholic services in Masonic 
Temple, ‘‘they would have no one to 
goto but Jesus for the salvation of 
their souls.” And in such a case the 
way of salvation would be open for 
them as for all others who desire to be- 
come the children of God, and they 
could be relied upon as good and faith- 
ful citizens. 
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The Pope Preparing for War. 

HE Roman Catholic bishops and 
-@) priests tell the people to complain 
loudly against paying taxes for the sup- 
port of the public schools when their 
children attend the parochial schools. 
But persons who have no children to 
send to school do not complain about 
the taxes, and if the Roman Catholics 
will obey the laws of the Pope and bish- 
ops rather than the laws of the State 
they must not object to being classed 
as disorderly and dangerous citizens. 
Very soon they will fight rather than 
pay the public school tax, and they are 
preparing for a fight by using their 
school buildings as armories for drill- 
ing their young men and teaching them 
the use ofarms. In New York city 
there is hardly a church or parochial 
school which has not attached to ita 
cadet corps and a military legion of 
some kind, sometimes under the title 
of ‘‘Benevolent Legion” or ‘‘Catholic 
Knights.” Such organizations are be- 
ing formed in every parish. When we 
were a priest of Rome only religious 
confraternities and temperance socie- 
ties were allowed in the churches. Now 
military companies are formed in ev- 
ery large Roman Catholic parish. There 
is clearly a design in this to be ready 
for emergencies. It may be the restor- 
ation of the temporal power of the Pope 
in Italy or the conflict on the school 
question in the United States. Who 
can tell? One thing is certain, Rome 
will fight ere she surrenders her power. 
Pope Pius IX. called upon “‘the faith- 
ful” to take up arms for the preserva- 
tion of his temporal power, and they 
responded more than once in the last 
30 years. They were worsted, of course, 
because the God of battles was against 


them. Almighty God will always be 
found arrayed in battle against the Pope, 
‘“‘who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that is 
worshipped ; so that he as God sitteth 
in the temple of God, shewing himself 
that he is God.” 

Leo XIII. may call upon ‘‘the faith- 
ful” in our day to take up arms for his 
cause, and he would find his agents bet- 
ter prepared for the conflict than were 
those who responded to the call of his 
predecessor. As we write,‘a cable des- 
patch from Rome says that the Pope 
has issued instructions to his nuncios 
and other agents to call together con- 
gresses of Catholics in various coun- 
tries to proteSt against the recent action 
of the Italian government in promulgat- 
ing the new Civil Code,and to demand 
the restoration of his temporal power. 
Such a congress has been already held 
in Germany, and this month another 
will be held in Belgium, and later the 
French Catholics willassemble for the 
same purpose. The time is hardly ripe 
for one to be held in the United States, 
but we would not be surpised if the 
“school question” should be seized 
upon as the occasion of such a gather- 
ing in the near future. 

Signor Crispi, the Italian Prime Min- 
ister, said in a recent speech in the Ital- 
ian Parliament: ‘‘Weare prepared to 
make the concessions demanded by the 
Church, but not just yet—not in fact 
until the Vatican raises its voice to bless 
our Italy instead of cursing it as hither- 
to; not till the Holy See assumes an 
attitude towards us which is at once 
kindly, peaceful and humane, and aban- 
dons that of undisguised antagonism, 
which has characterized it until now.” 
This the Pope will not do. He will 
curse and not bless United Italy. 
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Will the Pope Leave Rome? 





,<HE Pope and his Jesuit advisers 
§ are constantly plotting against 
the Italian government, and the minis- 
ters of King Humbert are not slow in 
retaliating. Ina recent issue of THE 
CoNVERTED CATHOLIC we gave some of 
the provisions of the Italian Code for 
the punishment of ecclesiastics who op- 
pose the government. How this law af- 
fects the Pope and his priests may be 
learned from the following extract from 
the pastoral letter of Dr. Woodlock, 
Roman Catholic bishop of Ardagh, Ire- 
land: 

‘‘A tthe moment whilewe write these 
lines, the infamous Prime Minister of 
Italy is pressing forward in the Italian 
Parliament a bill of unexampled sever- 
ity against the priests and against every- 
one who,even in the holy city of Rome 
itself, will have the courage to assert the 
rights of the Pope and of the Holy See. 
Imprisonment for years, or even for 
life, will be the punishment of anyone 
who maintains, with the rest of the 
Christian world, that the Pope has a 
right to his temporal power, and that 
complete independence of every hu- 
man authority is necessary for the free 
exercise of the Apostolic Office. In 
the city of Rome, in that holy city it- 
self, the vilest attacks are published 
and spread broadcast, as we have our- 
selves seen, against our Lord’s_ Vicar, 
against everything sacred, and against 
Christianity itself.” 

By ‘‘Christianity” the bishop means 
Romanism, which is attacked in the 
name of the Lord by Father Gavazzi 
anda score of zealous missionaries 
who are leading the people toa knowl- 
edge of the Christian religion. The 
Pope should not complain if the poli- 


ticians also attack him, for he is one of 
the great politicians of the age. 

Dr. Woodlock winds up his pastoral 
letter with an appeal to the poor Irish, 
for an increased Peter's Pence. One 
penny, he says, from every Catholic in 
his diocese would realize $2,500. But 
as Mr. Parnell needs all the money the 
Irish can spare just now, in his lawsuit 
with the London 7Zimes, the outlook 
for Peter’s Pence is not very hopeful. 
Archbishop Walsh of Dublin,and Arch- 
bishop Croke of Tipperary have each 
sent $250 to Mr. Parnell. They have 
not sent the Pope a penny, forthey did 
not approve his condemnation of boy- 
cotting and the plan of campaign, and 
they may be relied upon to ‘‘boycott” 
him in secret. 

Rumors fly thick and fast that the 
Pope willsoon leave Rome. A dis- 
patch from Pittsburg, Pa., Sept.1, 1888, 
to the New York Hera/d, says : 

Rev. Father Schuck, pastor of St. 
Mary’s Church at Millhausen, Ind., 
near Indianapolis, was in the city to-day 
en route to his home, after a visit to 
Rome, where he had been granted a 
private audience with Pope Leo. = Af- 
ter telling how well His Holiness 
looked, for aman of his years, Father 
Schuck went to say: ‘‘I cannot ex- 
press my sorrow at the lamentable con- 
dition in which I found the affairs of 
Church in Italy, and especially in Rome. 
The only property now owned by the 
Church is the Vatican, where the Pope 
lives. His former summer palace is 
now being used as a residence by King 
Humbert. The Italian government 
and people are continually subjecting 
the Pope and priests to every insult 
they can on the streets. Priests are 





spit upon and insulted by the people. 
I escaped this myself, but know it to 
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be a common occurrence. I have pos- 
itive information that the Pope will 
not remain in Rome more than five 
years ; and from the way matters now 
stand I expect he will have to leave 
there within the next six months. He 
will go to Spain, where he has been in- 
vited to come, and is sure of a cordial 
reception. The headquarters of the 
Catholic Church will then be located 
at Madrid. Even now, preparations 
are being made for the departure that 
is likely to take place at any moment.” 

The New York Catholic Review, 
Sept. 8, hopes the Pope will not leave 
Rome. Itsays: ‘‘Rome is by both 
human and divine right the city of the 
Pontiffs. | Whilethe Pope stays there 
he stays in possession of the property of 
the Church, the guardian and lawful 
owner of the estates of the Church, no 
matter by whom or what extent they 
have been invaded and despoiled. He 
stays in Rome in his own right and by 
no concession of King Humbert or 
King anybody.” But King Humbert 
wishes him to stay in Rome if he will 
obey the laws and not plot against the 
government. 


A Southerner on Popery. 


A dispatch from Charleston, South 
Carolina, August 14, 1888, says: A 
sensation was caused to-day by the 
publication of an open letter from Col. 
Jack Cunningham, one of the surviv- 
ors of the ancient aute-bellum regime, 
charging all the woes of the city and 
State on Pope Leo XIII. Col. Cun- 
ningham is one of the old Bourbons. 
In his palmy days he was editor of the 
Evening News of this city and a leader 
of the,old-time Bourbons. _ His letter 
contains many strange statements, and 


has created a sensation hardly equalled 
since the earthquake. 

He charges the Democratic party 
with hiring Irish citizens to do its dirty 
work, and adds that the Pope claims 
the right to rule all mankind in all the 
various relations of life. ‘‘It is known,” 
says the writer, ‘‘that the free schools 
have been antagonized and denounced 
by the Romanist sectarians in our 
midst as ‘schools of hell ;’ that the sim- 
ple imparting of knowledge in the 
schools and colleges of our country is 
a crime against the Roman Papacy, al- 
though it would be a crime against the 
God of the universe not to reason and 
not to learn.” 

He also charges that the Pope has, 
through his Cardinal at Baltimore, is- 
sued the dictum ofthe Roman Catho- 
lic Church against the system of Amer- 
ican free education, and its mandate to 
its minions is that Roman Catholic 
Bishops shall be excommunicated un- 
less they establish Romish parochial 
schools everywhere they can, and they 
have the hardihood to demand State 
aid to them to cram Romanism down 
our throats. The real object is to con- 
trol American education and subordi- 
nate it tothe Papacy, and thus secure 
ecclesiastical despotism. 

The Catholic population of Charles- 
ton is very large, and the letter has 
caused great excitement. 


The Roman Catholic Mayor of Sol- 
ingen, Germany, recently attended the

Thummel, and when the latter de- 
nounced the exhibition and adoration 
of relics as blasphemy, the Mayor arose 
and, interrupting the preacher, he de- 
declared the meeting adjourned and the 
service ended.

A correspondent of the London 
Guardian writes in July :—‘‘The Rev. 
Dr. Nevin, on the 7th inst., received 
into the Communion of the Church at 
St. Paul’s Church, Rome, two Roman 
priests, the Revs. Paolino Fiori and 
Paolo Loja. Their confession of the 
Nicene faith, and renunciation of the 
additions made to that faith under 
the Popes Pius IV. and Pius IX., was 
witnessed by the Rev. J. W. Pickance, 
of Riegate, and the Rev. G. W. Doug- 
las of Trinity Church, New York. These 
were two out of six who applied to Dr. 
Nevin to be received into the Anglican 
communion during the week following 
the Papal Jubilee. They were both 
members of the Capuchin order, in 
which they were known respectively as 
Padre Modesto da Guarcino and Padre 
Luigi da Viterbo. They are young 
men of much promise, who had recent- 
ly finished their course inthe Mission- 
ary Seminary at the Quattro Santi in 
Rome, and were already appointed to 
positions of confidence in the Europe- 
an Missions of their order.

Their 
had. been worked entire 
ly by their study of Church history and 
of the New Testament. The most ex- 
traordinary efforts were made by the 
superiors of their order to bring them 
back to the Papal obedience, but they 
stood firm to their convictions of truth, 
though without one word of anger or 
bitterness towards those from whom, 
for Christ's sake, they felt that they must 
separate themselves for ever.” 





ANOTHER PRIEST LEAVING ROME. 

A dispatch from Martin’s Ferry, Ohio, 
August 16, says:

founded on different reasons and the 
Catholics are excited. Rev. Father 
Joseph N. Tuohey, rector of St. John’s 
Church for the past eleven years, was 
deposed to-day by Bishop Willian Wat- 
terson, of Columbus. —_His successor, 
Rev. Father S. S. Mattingly, has ar- 
rived from Columbus, but Father Tu- 
ohey refuses to give up his parish. He 
has appealed the case to Archbishop 
Elder, of Cincinoati. If Bishop Elder 
refuses to sustain Father Tuohey, he will 
appeal to Rome. He says Bishop Wat- 
terson deprived him of his parish with- 
out cause. He has a large congrega- 
tion and is a popular priest. He is 45 
years old. 


Professor Richard A. Proctor, the 
distinguished Astronomer and scientist, 
who died of yellow fever in New York, 
Sept. 12, while on his way from Flori- 
da to England, had a religious experi- 
ence similar to that of Lord Robert 
Montagu, Canon Ffoulks and other 
distinguished Englishmen who were 
seduced by Jesuit casuistry into a union 
with Rome that lasted only a few years. 
Professor Proctor found that the results 
of his scientific researches had to be 
submitted to Rome for approval or he 
could not be considered a“‘good Catho- 
lic.’ Lest he should be condemned, 
though he could not be imprisoned, 
like Galileo, he withdrew from the 
Roman Catholic Church. His letter 


of renunciation was published in the 
New York Zribune in 1875. Until then 
the Roman Catholic press was loud in 
its praises of the great astromomer ; but 
when he renounced the Pope’s church 
they ‘‘ boycotted ” him. 
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Father Chiniquy at Northfield. 





S3ATHER Chiniquy attended Mr. 
Eb Moody's Conference for Bible 
Study at Northfield, Mass., in August. 
It was his first visit there. Mr. Moody, 
says the Philadelphia Vational Baptist, 
allowed him to speak for fifteen min- 
utesat one of the meetings. Sever- 
al addresses on foreign missions had 
been delivered at the conference, but 
no reference had been made to work 
among the Roman Catholics. Father 
Chiniquy said ; 

When I saw that you are interested 
in the conversion of the Indian, the 
Japanese, the savage, I was sad, be- 
cause you seemed to pass by a class 
of your fellow-citizens, the Catholics. 

You have no concern about Cath- 
olics; you do not pray for them. Some 
are indifferent to the Roman Catholics; 
these are not Christians. Others hate 
the Roman Catholics; this is a crime. 
Is it their fault that they are born 
Catholics? I love the Catholics. I 
have spent three fortunes in preaching 
for them. I have shed my blood for 
them. Iam not their enemy because 
I call to them to leave a sinking ship. 
There is a sacred duty which you for- 
get : it is to convert the Catholics by 
loving them, by giving them the Gos- 
pel of Christ. 

The Roman Catholic religion which 
you have created in your fancy is a 
beautiful thing. You think that the 
Roman Catholic is a Christian Church. 
Why did your ancestors shed so much 
blood to get out from the Church of 
Rome? God showed them the light. 
Luther, Calvin and Knox were men of 
‘God. They said that the Church of 
Rome is idolatrous. 

When I was a priest I was devoted 


to my Church. But my Christ was an 
idol. I have said to my servant or to 
anun, ‘‘I have no more good God in 
my tabernacle ; please make me some 
wafers.”” They would mix the flour 
and bake the dough, and then cut the 
wafers, of different sizes, for the priest 
and for the people. Then I put these 
in a silver cup and pronounced over 
them these magic words: //oc est corpus 
meum,; and as soon as these words are 
pronounced, the bread is changed into 
the body of Jesus Christ. This I was 
compelled to believe. Then I raised 
the wafer above my head, and bade the 
people adore the God whom I had 
made in their presence. You must 
pray for them. 

There are honest priests, men who 
are gentlemen ; but if you will ask the 
people, they will tell you that there are 
also priests who are intoxicated and 
immoral. 

The bishops and priests, even the 
bad ones, might pronounce these words 
over all the bread made in New York 
each day, and these loaves would be- 
come Christ. This is not a com- 
mon idolatry ; it is more degrading 
than that of the pagans. The stone is 
not more an idol than this wafer. 

Mr. Moody told me to speak only a 
quarter of an hour. But you must re- 
member that I have received from the 
Pope the power to grant indulgences. 
{Much laughter and applause. } 

The priest swears an oath that he 
will not take a word of Scripture ac- 
cording to his conscience, but accord- 
ing to the interpretation of the Church 
of Rome. 

I ask you to begin to-night to pray 
for the conversion of the Roman Cath- 
olics. Ifyou are interested in them and 
pray for them God will convert them,

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Roman Catholics in a Presbyter- 
ian Church. 





Rev. James A. O'Connor : 

Dear Sir—On the occasion of your 
preaching Sabbath morning, July 2gth, 
in the Fifth United Presbyterian Church, 
Twentieth near Spring Garden street, 
Philadelphia, you had in youraudience 
a large number of Roman Catholics. 
Indeed, the sexton whose residence con- 
nects with the church, and other mem- 
bers of the congregation who lived in 
the vicinity, assure me that one-third 
of those in the house at the time were 
Roman Catholics. The importance of 
this will be more readily understood 
when it is known that in a whole square 
on one side of the church there lives 
but one Protestant family. When the 
announcement was made public that a 
converted Catholic priest was to preach 
in the church, the Catholics had the 
curiosity to see and to hear him, and it 
is believed there were more of them to 
hear you than had ever before attended 
to hear a Protestant preacher of the 
gospel in this city. It is true that the 
good old was ordered by 
those outside to shut the windows of 
the church or they wonld be broken, as

those living in the houses adjoining 
did not wish to hear the ‘ renegade 
priest,” as they called the preacher. 
But the sexton would not shut the win- 
dows, and said that if they were broken 
then people would hear all the bet- 
ter. A great crowd remained outside 
until a personage came out at the close 
of the services whom they mistook for 
‘* Father O'Connor,” as he had a priest- 
ly appearance—clean-shaven face and 
the collar and garb of the Roman cler- 
gy. The mob made a rush after him 
as he walked up the street from the 


church, and pressed around him with 
hoots and yells, and language most pro- 
fane, until the much frightened man 
halted and made it known that he was 
not the person whom they thought he 
was. It seems he was an assistant cler- 
gyman in a ritualistic church in the 
neighborhood, whose ministers are call- 
ed ‘‘ Fathers” like the Roman priests. 
This gentleman having called into the 
church to hear you was given a seat 
and listened with attention until the 
close of the sermon, when he left with 
the result stated. 

But what a wonderful contrast there 
was between the scenes outside and 
what was transpiring inside, where, on 
your having finished one of the best 
and most appreciated sermons yet given 
by you in Philadelphia, it was good to 
see the marked effect produced—the 
interested attention of the large congre- 
gation, and the quietness of the Roman 
Catholics present, who probably for the 
first time heard the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 

We did not wonder, when on leaving 
you stated that it was one of the best 
meetings you ever held,and the people 
of the congregation manifested that 
they realized the same, when their good 
Elder arose from his seat at the close of 
the services, and before the large con- 
gregation said that he felt it a duty 
and pleasure to express their hearty 
and devout thanks to God, and to the 
speaker for this service, and promised 
a kind welcome to him whenever he 
could make it convenient to come 
again. 


This, dear brother, we know was 


most gratifying to you, as you so pa- 
thetically said when leaving, that you 
felt ittobe one of the best meetings 
you had the pleasure of holding since 
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you first came to our city. And so the 
writer felt also and more especially when 
he remembers circumstances of past 
years, and the early history of the 
church and congregation, when, atthe 
time they erected the first church build- 
ing, the residents of that neighborhood, 
being (as they are now) mostly Roman 
Catholics, threatened those in charge of 
the work that if a Protestant church 
should be erected there, ‘‘it would not 
stand long.” But the church was built, 
and the writer had the privilege of tak- 
ing a subscription book and with his 
own contribution raised one hundred 
dollars toward the building. On the 
completion of the house, and on the 
Sabbath morning when the church was 
to be opened, it was found burned to 
the ground before our arrival there. 

But this did not prevent a Presbyte- 
rian Church being located there, for the 
community, aroused with indignation 
at the outrage, contributed more _liber- 
ally toward the erection of another 
building, the church in which you at 
this time preached. 

The writer well remembers the feel- 
ing expressed by those who had given 
him their subscription the first time and 
now most eagerly gave it over again. 
Indeed he had more to return to the 
building committee this second time 
than before. 

These facts show that the Roman 
Catholics need the Gospel as much as 
those who have not even heard ofa 
Saviour, and our people here desire 
that you will often visit them, and that 
the time has come for you to inaugu- 
rate a mission among the Roman Cath- 
olic people in this city. This being the 
voice of the people, and expecially of 
pastors of the many churches which you 
have already favored with your services, 


we trust that God may direct you in this, 
and that He will abundantly bless you.

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Priests, Wills and Courts.

tax BOUT a year ago I was appointed 
4\X by the Surrogate, of New York, 
guardian for two little girls, whose moth- 
er had just died. | When the will was 
presented for probate we found it con- 
tested by my wards’ married sister. 

This contest necessitated a long trial 
before the Surrogate in which the most 
radically opposite testimony was given 
as to whether testatrix was or was not 
of sound mind and mentally equal to 
the task at the time she made her will. 
This question was vital because it was 
admitted by all that the will was execut- 
ed about 15 minutes to half an hour 
before her death. 

Learning that a priest visited testatrix 
the morning of her death, about two 
hours before the will was executed, we 
deemed it proper to get his testimony 
on the subject of her mental condition. 

We, the proponents of the will, 
learned that the other side would not 
al] him, as they had learned that he be- 
lieved that the woman was in her right 
mind when he visited her. Therefore 
we decided to call him in our behalf. 

My associate represented the broth- 
er of my wards. He sent his clerk with 
a subpcena to the priest, taking the pre- 
caution to send the brother along with 
him. To the brother and the clerk the 
priest maintained his belief that the tes- 
tatrix was in her right mind when he 
visited her. 

After hearing the priest say this, the 
clerk handed him the subpcena telling 
him what was wanted of him. The 
priest would not accept the subpoena 
and flatly refused to come to court, but 


the subpoena was left with him. 

Within a few hours the counsel for 
the brother (the proponent) received 
the following letter : 

Sr. James’ Cuurcn, July 8, 1887. 

.... AmI to understand that I 
must go before the Surrogate and testi- 
fy in that Fleming will case? Am I to 
understand this, I say, by your leaving 
the subpcena? If I am forced to ap- 
pear then I shall swear that when I en- 
tered the room at half past eight Mrs. - 
Fleming was raving and did not know 
me, wandered during the ceremony of 
the last rites, and was confessed here to 
me by son and daughter to have fallen 
into a comatose condition immedi- 
ately after I had left the house, which 
was an hour or so before the writing of 
the will. If you force me to go before 
the Surrogate, you may depend upon it 
that what I shall say will not favor you 
or your client. 

Please answer whether I must obey 
the summons or not. 

Yours truly, James B. Curry. 

I never knew my associate received 
such a letter till, as shown below, long 
afterward. I merely knew that my as- 
sociate deemed it unnecessary to sub- 
poena the priest 

The trial was over and we hand- 
ed in our briefs. |The Surrogate sent 
us word that he ought to hear the priest 
as to the mental capacity of testatrix to 
make her will before he could decide 
whether or not to admit it to probate. 

I called at the office of my associate 
and then for the first time learned of 
Curry’s letter. Expressing ignorance 
of the side of the question Curry would 
espouse when he cameto testify I sug- 
gested I would call on Curry and get 
his views thereon. I did so, introduced 
myself, stated my errand, and was told 
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by him that the testatrix was in her 
right mind when he called, or he cer- 
tainly never would have administered 
the rites. 1 asked him if he would 
specify therites and he did. _I asked 
him to show me the book he _ used. 
This he did and pointed out the pas- 
sages or the rites he used. Moreover, 
he wrote down on my card the title of 
the book, told me where I could get it, 
and added, ‘‘of course you cannot un- 
derstand it. ‘Itis in Latin.” 

I reported to my associate the result of 
my visit and felt confident that his tes- 
timony would assure the Surrogate that 
the testatrix was mentally competent to 
make the will. 

Imagine our surprise then, when he 
went on the stand and testified that she 
was practically unconscious at his visit, 
and was only roused to consciousness 
by being touched, or lifted up, or roused 
up. 

He was then asked: ‘‘And did you 
not since the occurrence express your 
opinion to various parties that, at the 
time of your arrival at the bedside of 
Mary Ann Fleming and while adminis- 
tering to her the sacraments and the 
last rites, that she was perfectly con- 
scious ?” 

He replied : ‘‘I never told it, or said 
that she was perfectly conscious. . . ” 

Whoever reads the above can form as 
accurate an idea as Iwas able upon 
the point: Was or was not the testatrix 
conscious when the will was executed. 
But there can be little doubt of the harm 
such priests must work in our com- 
munity. There can be still less doubt 
as tothe harm a Church must work that 
teaches such ‘‘morality.” The Amer- 
ican people should not be ignorant 
as they are, of what is transpiring in 
their midst in the name of “religion.” 


Pen Picture of Cardinal Gibbons 

The New York Sun, Sept. g, 1888, 
thus describes Cardinal Gibbons : 

‘At first blush he appears to be a 
rather ordinary little man. _ His figure 
is slight and apparently delicate. He 
is rather under the average height, and 
save for the head of iron-gray hair 
would impress one as decidedly youth- 
ful in appearance. His clothing is 
black, of clerical cut. The only in- 
signia of rank is the deep red cravat 
that encircles his slender neck. There 
is really nothing extraordinary in - his 
appearance. As the Cardinal engages 
in conversation the mannerisms and 
tricks of voice and action display the 
knack of being genial tothe outsider, 
who, after a half hour’s talk, comes 
away well pleased, but absolutely una- 
ble to remember a single valuable point 
in the conversation. The Cardinal 
never refuses to be intervieved, but, as 
yet, no newspaper man has tied him 
down to a bold and positive statement 
on any important topic.” 

If that pen picture of ‘‘His Emi- 
nence” appeared in any other paper, 
it would be set down as a caricature. 
But the Suz would no more dream ot 
caricaturing a high Roman ecclesiastic 
than it would think of throwing. its 
presses into the river. Every reference 
to Rome’s rulers and Rome's religion 
in the Sun is always strictly compli- 
mentary. That's business. But does 
not the description of the Cardinal read 
like a condensed chapter of Eugene 
Sue’s ‘‘Wandering Jew,” wherein one 
of the many Jesuits that appear in that 
work is introduced-? Pope Leo poses 
as the great diplomat of Europe, and 
his American representative is a small 
Machiavelli.

AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


) OME has issued orders not only 
R to build parochial schools in 
the United States wherever there 
is a Roman Catholic Church, but also 
to destroy the public schools. The 
bishops and priests must carry out the 
instructions of their master, the Pope, 
or be deposed. Father McGlynn was 
deposed for favoring the public schools. 
It is true that other reasons were as- 
signed by Archbishop Corrigan and the 
Propaganda, but if McGlynn had been 
a builder of parochial schools and a de- 
famer of the pnblic schools he would 
not have been removed from St. Steph- 
en's Church or excommunicated. Ev- 
ery priest in the United States knows 
this, and knowing it he will steer clear 
of the rocks on which poor Father Mc 
Glynn’s bark of life was wrecked. It 
was a good thing for him to be ‘‘turn- 
ed out” of the Roman Church, as it 
made him a ‘‘free man,”to use his own 
words; but all priests will not look up- 
on their cases in the same light. They 
will obey orders from Rome of what- 
ever kind rather than lose their posi- 
tions, and in doing so they will deceive 
the people by telling them there is 
grievous sin in refusing to obey the 
Pope and Bishops. 

At Malden, Mass., on Sunday, Sept. 
g, Father Flatley of St. Mary’s Church, 
announced at all the masses that he 
had received instructions from Arch- 
bishop Williams, of Boston, that at a 
meeting of the Bishops, held at Balti- 
more, they issued general instructions 
that all Roman Catholic priests must 
send their children to the parochial 
schools under pain of sin. 

At Hyde Park, Mass., the same Sun- 


day, Father Barry told the people that 
they must contribute to the erection 
and support of the parochial schools 
under pain of sin, and that the servant 
girls who lived in wealthy Protestant 
families should demand fifty cents a 
week additional to their wages for the 
support of the schools. 

The Boston P7lof, the ablest Roman 
Catholic paper in New England, edited 
by the poet, John Boyle O'Reilly, says 
in its issue of Sept. 15, 1888: ‘‘ There 
were just 22,250 children in the par- 
ochial schools of the Archdiocese of 
Boston at the close of last school-year. 
There were nearly 500,000 children in 
the United States receiving their educa- 
tion in such schools, At the present 
rate of progress the number will soon 
be doubled.” In all the States the same 
work of aggression is vigorously push- 
ed forward, The priests must do it or 
be ‘‘turned out” of their parishes, and 
the people must send their children to 
the schools or be eternally lost. The 
priests and bishops are afraid of losing 
their positions, and the people of los- 
ing their souls if they do not obey the 
orders from Rome. We have neither 
respect nor sympathy for the former, 
though we know many of them are 
chafing under the galling yoke, but we 
have the deepest sympathy with and the 
most profound pity for the poor delud- 
ed souls who are made to believe that it 
is a sin that will entail everlasting pun- 
ishment to send their children to the 
public schools. 


DEFENDING THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It is a hopeful sign of the times that 
the American people are waking up 
from their long sleep of submission to 
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Rome’s aggressions in this country. 
At the first Fall meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance of Boston, composed 
of ministers of all denominations, held 
in Tremont Temple, Sept. 10, address- 
es of the most vigorous kind against 
Roman aggression were delivered by 
Rev. Dr. David Gregg, of Park Con- 
gregational Church, Prof. L. T. Town- 
send, of Boston University, Rev. Dr. 
Moxom, of the Baptists, and other 
prominent ministers. Resolutions were 
adopted pledging the support of the 
Alliance and of all the Churches repre- 
sented to vigorous action on the school 
question. 

But it is not only New England that 
is aroused. In Pittsburgh, San Fran- 
cisco and other cities the pulpits are 
thundering against Rome’s outrageous 
assaults on the public schools. In San 
Francisco the Rev. Dr. Harcourt, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, said 
in a recent sermon : 

The history of American free pub- 
lic schools is one with the history of 
our nation, and it cannot be trampled 
upon without endangering all the in- 
terests we hold dear as Americans. 
And as lovers of our country, it will 
be well for us not to forget that he who 
meddles with our educational interests, 
meddles with our liberties. Need I tell 
you that our American school system 
is endangered, that we have those in 
our midst whoare its sworn enemies? 
Shall we fold our arms and dream of 
safety, when the principles which exalt 
us as a people before all the nations of 
the world are being destroyed by for- 
eign hands? The note of warning has 
been given more than once. It comes 
to us to-day from the adopted home of 
the Pilgrims. It is high time for us of 
the Golden West to be aroused, when 


Massachusetts, the cradle of our coun- 
try’s liberties, the mother of our free 
school system, is put under the dicta- 
tion of the Pope of Rome! A great 
conspiracy is now being enacted in our 
land, and it is high time for Americans 
to awake from sleep! When in annual 
elections the voters are so evenly bal- 
anced that a command from the Pope, 
ora Roman American Cardinal, can 
order a Roman legion, the subjects of 
a foreign ruler, to march to the polls 
in sufficient numbers to determine in 
one way or the other, just as he choos- 
es, are we not in danger? When Jesuits 
have their fingers about the throats of 
so many of the leading dailies of our 
land—with its boasted freedom of the 
press! When American citizens are 
summoned to Rome to answer for the 
crime of loyalty to American institu- 
tions. When a public school teacher 
of Boston is compelled to obey the nod 
of a priest, and to take a true text- 
book in history under his arm, and 
march out because the teacher and 
book are true to the record Rome made 
for herself. When another Boston 
teacher goes over to the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, and says he didso because 
he has a family to support, and when 
another dare not open his lips for fear 
of losing his place. Andin our own 
city, where the work of weeding out 
the Protestant teachers has gone on 
steadily and stealthily year after year, 
and now Professor Lambert, who for 
fourteen years has been principal of 
Lincoln School, must go to give place 
to one of another faith and practice! 
The edict has gone forth from the 
blind Jesuit of our city that he must go 
and the edict must be obeyed. Shame! 
Shame! A burning shame! All gov- 
ernments have national institutions,

and so has ours—the constitution and 
the public schools. We must say to 
the Catholics, ‘‘respect these and we 
will respect you, but if you touch any 
of these you become our enemies, and 
must be treated as such.” I am very 
glad that the red hand of Romanism 
is made bare in Boston; that Mr. 
Travis, the high school teacher, for im- 
pressing upon his class the truth of his- 
tory should be turned out of his pos- 
ition;and that the history that dared 
to record the fact of trading in indul- 


gences should be cast out of the schools.

In Pittsburgh, Pa., where, last year, 
that disciple of the ‘‘Father of Lies,” 
Father McTighe, was elected principal 
of the public schools by the Roman 
Catholic votes of his ward, but which 
position he was compelled to resign by 
the force of public opinion, another 
priest, Father Sheedy, has obtained the 
use of four rooms in one of the public 
schools, where the nuns_ will teach 
‘‘sound Catholic doctrine.” As soon 
as this arrangement was made public 
the press and public denounced the at- 
tempt to Romanize the public schools. 
The Rev. J. T. McCrory, pastor of the 
Third United Presbyterian Church, who 
has many converted Catholics in his 
congregation, preached on this burn- 
ing question, Sept. 2. 

In discussing the subject he treated 
it under four heads. ‘The place and 
relation of the common school system 
to American institutions ;_ the attitude 
of the papacy toward these institutions; 


the opposition of Rome to these schools 
and how it has been carried on; and 
the means employed in this last move- 
ment for the gaining of their ends. 

Mr. McCrory showed that the com- 
mon schools were the glory and sta- 


bility of the Republic’s institutions. The 
schools were to fit the child for citizen- 
ship. Private or church schools could 
not do this. In the common school 
children lost their predjudices, whether 
of religion or race or social standing. 
To change or discontinue it is to des- 
troy the civil government. American 
schools and political institutions stand 
or fall together. 

After quoting plentifully from Rom- 
an Catholic authorities who denounce 
the public schools, Mr. McCrory spoke 
of the blow aimed at the public schools 
by a priest in the city and thought that 
even that priest did not know how far 
the movement was to go. He was un- 
der orders from Rome and must do as 
the Vatican decreed. In conclusion 
hesaid: ‘‘Rome we know you. We 
know your purposes and methods. You 
would blot our public schools out of 
exisience. You would leave our child- 
ren in ignorance. You would make 
us like Spain and Italy. You would 
destroy our grand civilization. You 
would fit our people for despotism and 
anarchy and reigns of terror as you 
did France. You would make this 
country the vassal of the most cruel and 
remorseless despotism that ever cursed 
the world. We have a very strong pre- 
sentiment, Rome, that you would do 
well to leave these schools alone. Do 
not meddle too much in our affairs It 
might be well not to provoke the Amer- 
ican people too far. Don't provoke us 
too far, as there may be an expulsion 
of Jesuits and their sympathizers as 
there has been in almost every other na- 
tion under heaven.” 

The following Sunday, Sept. 9, Rev. 
Mr. McCrory again preached on the 
same subject. 

The Pittsburgh Commercial Gazette 
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of Sept. 10, in its reportof his sermon 
said: 

As he closed his sermon last evening 
Rev. J. T. McCrory challenged anyone 
who denied the truth of the statements 
made about nuns and Catholic schools 
to meet him in any public hall in Pitts- 
burgh, and said he would there prove 
them to the satisfaction of any audi- 
ence. 

The sermon was a notable one. The 
audience was large, every seat in the 
auditorium being occupied. As Rev. 
Mr. McCrory reached the climax of his 
charge against Rome the audience 
broke into a storm of applause that for 
several minutes drowned the voice of 
the speaker. Just as the sermon opened 
a little sparrow flew in at one of the 
windows and lit on the chandelier. In 
a moment it fluttered down into the 
audience and lighted on one of the la- 
dies’ hats. Resting there an instant it 
then flew back to its perch on the chan- 
delier. It sat there to the end of the 
service. 

At the close of the service Charles 
Dean, cashier of the Union National 
Bank, asked the representative of the 
Commercial Gazette if he knew of any 
Protestant citizen of the First ward who 
was willing to take up the matter of the 
parochial school in the Duquesne 
school building where Father Sheedy 
had obtained the use of the rooms. ‘‘If 
any Citizen, or better, ifa dozen citizens 
of that ward will ask for the injunction 
against Father Sheedy’s school, there 
will be no trouble about the funds, I 
can guarantee enough money to test 
the legality of the action of the board 
in a thorough manner. If they have 
the law on their side only one thing is 
left to do and that is to change the

FATHER DONNELLY ALSO SPEAKS. 

The Rev. J. Donnelly, the converted 
Catholic priest, whose writings and ad- 
dresses have been published in many 
issues Of THE CoNvERTED CaTHOLIC, 
also preached in Pittsburg on this sub- 
ject, September 9. —_- Father Donnelly, 
as our readers will remember, wrote us 
from Crozer Seminary, Chester, Pa., 
last spring, that he intended to take 
another year’s course of lectures in the 
Seminary before assuming pastoral 
charge of achurch. We are happy to 
announce that as an excellent prepar- 
ation for his work he has taken unto 
himself a wife, a converted Catholic 
lady who will cheer and comfort him 
in his noble work. To quiet the souls 
of our Roman Catholic friends who 
ought be troubled lest he did not leave 
‘the Church” to get married, we beg to 
say that Father Donnelly resigned as 
pastor of the Roman Catholic Church 
in Mercer, Pa., in March, 1887, and 
was married in Pittsburg in July, 1888. 

In his sermon in Pittsburg, Sept. 2, 
Father Donnelly said: Rome has al- 
ways arrogated to herself the position 
of the only true church. She is the on- 
ly prophet of God and her ministers 
are the real successors of the apostles. 
She has made the claim that her minis- 
ters are the only true teachers and that 
no good thing can exist outside of her. 
By its fruits shall the tree be known. If 
then their claim is true we would ex- 
pect to find the best possible state of af- 
fairs: where the Roman Church hms 
wielded jurisdiction. Let us see if this 
is the case. 

In Ireland the Church of Rome has 
ruled the people, and to her alone can 
be ascribed their poverty and ignor- 
ance. I have lived many years in Ire- 
land and know whereof I speak. In 
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Spain, Rome has been in possession for 
centuries, the whole atmosphere is 
tainted with Romanism. In whata pos- 
ition has Rome left that country ? The 
soil is productive, the mines are rich, 
and the harbors are safe and bountiful, 
yet to-day Spain is a dead nation. She 
has been blighted by the Roman sys- 
tem. She has made the people ignor- 
ant and poor. I lived in Spain for 
three years and I know the people well. 

think the most ignorant professional 
man I ever met wasa Roman priest. I 
quoted the American Encyclopedia and 
he refused to accept the truth of its 
statement because it was edited by a 
Protestant. 

In Central and South America nearly 
the same condition of affairs exists. 
Mexico is now making progress, but 
why? Because she drove the priests 
ont of the schools and banished the 
Jesuits andthe Sisters of Mercy from 
the republic. The people began to 
see that it the Roman Church 
that had blasted education and para- 
lyzed industry, and that church 
property and parochial schools were 
undermining the Government. 

Rome has always deprived the people 
of the Scriptures, refused to permit 
them to think for themselves, has taxed 
them first for Rome, then for the bishop 
of the diocese, and then for the priest.

A dispatch from Pittsburgh, Sept. 18, 
says: ‘‘Two monster mass meetings 
were held by Pittsburgh and Alleghe- 
ny Protestants to-night to express their 
indignation over the renting of the First 
ward public school building to a Cath- 
olic priest for a parochial school. The 
larger of these gatherings was held in 
Lafayette Hall. Three thousand per- 
sons were present. 

‘Speeches were made by several Pro- 
testent clergymen and lawyers arraign- 
ing in the bitterest terms the First ward 
Catholics, and treating the movement 
as an entering wedge intended to split 
the public school system. Resolutions 
were adopted appointing a committe 
to carry the case before the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction.

ATHER Flynn was a kind-heart- 
ed, genial soul, easy going in 
parish duties, and charitably 

disposed towards everybody. His 
Bishop, on the other hand, was a keen- 
eyed Jesuit, gaunt from constant med- 
itation on schemes for church ad- 
vancement or personal preferment. He 
watched the kindly priest with well- 
founded suspicion, for although he 
could not charge him with absolute 
neglect of priestly duties, he knew that 
he was not sufficiently strict with his 
penitents; too often allowing them to 
escape well merited penance. And in- 
deed, Father Flynn was most un-Cath- 
olic in some things. ‘‘Arrah, you poor 
child,” he would say to some youthful 
transgressor, *‘ don’t be bothering your 
silly head in thrying to think of sins 
you never committed. Shure the likes 
of you could no more break a Com- 
mandment than the blessed Virgin her- 
self. Get up off your anees, my dear, 
and receive my blessing.” Such indul- 
gence from a Father Confessor would 
add little revenue to the Church's 
wealth, and however agreeable to the 
priest’s feelings, like nettles it stung 
the overweening and sensitive Bishop. 
And by some hook or crook he heard 
these things. ‘‘ Be the powers,” a 
harmless expression often on Father 
Flynn's lips—‘‘ Be the powers, shure 
half my parish are innocent children, 
an’ the other half are simple-hearted 
craythers who wouldn’t kill a fly. I 
wish it was the ould fox himself (the 
Bishop) I had in the Confessional, be 


admission the jovial priest indulged in 
a peal of laughter at this striking though 
impromptu figure of speech, which so 
aptly characterized the ‘‘big man.” 

Father Flynn was a genius, and a 
man of some eccentricities. He loved 
horses and dogs, by which I do not 
mean to imply that this gracious qual- 
ity belongs only to men of genius, or 
that it should be considered at all pe- 
culiar. The Bishop, however, loved 
neither, except when his own conven- 
ience or comfort was advanced through 
their agency. He had no objection to 
the fine hare killed by the priest’s fam- 
ous greyhound, Nancy, when presented 
to him by Nancy’s master. He 
even seen to give a pat that was almost 
hearty, to the priest’s horse Music after 
conveying him twenty miles on an im- 
portant visit.

The Bishop had horses of his own, 
but he thought of them only as so 
much machinery, like his carriages. 
Weightier matters of the law in relation 
to the Church and State, engrossed the 
thoughts of this consequential digni- 
tary; why should he give his attention 
or affection to animals—or to human 
beings either ? 

Circumstances were ordinary at 
Knock-a-dhree, including the occasion- 
al hints given by the loyal Bishop to his 
suspected disloyal rector concerning 
his laxity generally, and his hare-hunt- 
ing particularly. True, the Bishop 


was 
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himself was a mighty hunter, slim as 
the famed greyhound, with as keen an 
eye for the game. But the game was 
larger and worthy of such an ecclesias- 
tical sportsman. He would hunt a 
heretic to the death, and never paused 
to question conscience when he set his 
traps for Protestant converts. 

Circumstances, I have said, were or- 
dinary in Father Flynn’s parish, until 
one day in the year of grace 1883, the 
rotund and smiling priest started ona 
two weeks holiday. He had not been 
in Dublin more than half-a-dozen times 
since leaving Maynooth College, the 
last visit having been paid two years 
prior to the above date. Then he was 
sent by the Bishop to the leaders of the 
Nationalist party to make inquiry con- 
cerning a political movement in its 
relation to the Church. Bishop O’ 
Dowd held direct communication with 
the Vatican on Irish political and ec- 
clesiastical affairs. Being then indis- 
posed he entrusted this inquiry to the 
priest, in the meantime fretting him- 
selfinto a fever lest the ‘‘ suspect ” 
should make some radical blunder, or 
as the vulgar would say, ‘‘put his foot 
into it. 

Father Flynn hated Jesuitism as hot- 
ly as he loved dogs. Being a good 
lover he could be a good hater. He 
was an ardent lover of his country and 
her people, but like many clergymen of 
other denominations, he feared the 
Land Leaguers, for the very reason that 
such men as O'Dowd seemed to have 
a large finger in that political pie. And 
Father Flynn, on principle, took the 
opposite view of his Bishop on all pub- 
lic questions. ‘‘ Be the powers,” he 
would say to himself, ‘““-how can a 
green-eyed Jesuit see anything in. its 
irue light.” He loved fair dealing, and 
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with some other Irish priests fought for 
honesty, purity, and justice. But he 
was imprudently outspoken, a sorry 
quality in any servant of the Vatican. 
It was therefore well known that he de- 
spised the cunning intrigues of the Jes- 
uits. This explanation answers the query 
why thousands of true Irishmen have 
no affiliation with the principles of 
Fenianism, which govern the various 
orders connected with the Nationalist 
Party. However frequently they change 
the names of their organizations, the 
underlying principles are ever the same. 
The Bishop often wished he had never 
sent the hot headed priest on that mis- 
sion to Dublin. 

But now Father Flynn is entering 
the city he dearly loved, free from ev- 
ery responsibility. He is without a 
care. He hopes to find recreation in 
an idle stroll through the streets, or in 
loitering within the boundaries of Phee- 
nix Park ; in chatting with the natives, 
or in argument with the Nationalists. 

Arriving at Kingsbridge railroad sta- 
tion he alighted from the train before 
even thinking of lodgings. ‘‘Be the 
powers,” said he aloud, for his thoughts 
were generally outspoken—another of 
his eccentricities, ‘‘where shall I depos- 
it me bag while I hunt up me tempora- 
ry quarters?” “This way your rever- 
ence,” smote his ear in pure Milesian 
brogue, as if in response to his ques- 
tion, and before him stood a red-faced 
cab-man, whip in hand, jerking his 
thumb over his shoulder, indicating that 
his cab was close by. ‘‘I didn’t spake 
to you, me man,” said Father Flynn, 
‘but anyhow, how do you propose to 
dispose of me, if I unreservedly com- 
mit myself, a holy father, to yourcarnal 
hands. Now out with it, me modern 
Jehu?” The good priest chuckled to him- 
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self after this wordy speech, a habit in 
which he occasionally indulged when 
holding converse with the peasantry. 

The Jehu was nonplussed by this 
superfine appeal rattled off like a‘‘Hail 
Mary,” or a ‘“‘Gloria Patri.” But Fath- 
er Flynn was most at home with the 
vernacular which now rushed from his 
tongue like a cataract. ‘‘Be the pow- 
ers, I believe you are an idiot. Shut 
your pratee-thrap you bosthoon (big 
boy) und don’t sthare at me wid your 
two eyes like saucers burstin’ out av 
your impty head. Dhrive me to the 
Shamrock !” 

In former years every good Catholic 
quaked before an irate priest, but un- 
der the tutelage of professional politi- 
cians not only are the Irish peasantry 
losing reverence for the clergy, but al- 
so they stand in less fear of them. Oc- 
casionally, however, country boys are 
met with who are more alarmed by the 
frown of a priest than with the black- 
est thunder cloud. The bolt could kill 
the body, but the priest’s curse could 
destroy both soul and body in hell! 
Peter Delaney, the driver, who unde- 
signedly stirred the amiable priest toa 
torrent of good-natured abuse, was a 
recent immigrant to thecity. He had 
not lost his country superstition, and 
now already feared a metamorphosis 
was already begun. Would the priest 
change him into a butting goat, orintoa 
timid rabbit? Peter's wits were wool- 
gathering, nor could he leap so nimbly 
on his seat, if Father Flynn had not re- 
called his senses by crying out, ‘‘What 
are you waiting for, you omadhaun?” 
(Big fool). Nevertheless Peter pinched 
himself several times, and spoke to his 
horse purposely to hear his own voice, 
that he might be fully assured he was 
neither a goat nor arabbit. ‘‘Faix,” 





said he, ‘‘I had a narrow escape. Be- 
dad I thought the horns were pushing 
out through me hat, and I felt like 
puckin’ his fat belly.” 

As the cab rattled over the stony 
pavement, Father Flynn’s eye caught 
sight of a board lifted by an old wo- 
man on which was pasted a notice. 
Another, and still another appeared to 
view. He could therefore read the fol- 
lowing announcement : 


“MERRION HALL, 
(Lower Merrion St.) 
Mr. , Evangelist, will D. V. 
Preach the Gospel of the Grace 
of God, this evening at 
8 o'clock. 
ALL ARE WELCOME. 








“God commendeth His love toward 
us in that while we were yet sinners 
Christ died for us.” 


‘« ‘The Gospel of the Grace of God’ 
remarked the priest, ‘‘I don’t ever re- 
member hearing of that Gospel. It 
is a poetic phrase ; rythmical, allitera- 
tive. ‘Gospel,’ ‘Grace,’ ‘God.’ Be 
the powers, there it is again,” as anoth- 
er poor old creature dressed in rags 
fixed her eyes on him and asked chari- 


ty. The cab was detained in a crowd- 
ed street. Father Flynn was a gener- 
ous man. He handed her a sixpence, 


meantime inquiring how much she 
earned. ‘‘A shilling a day and me 
boord,” replied the saucy hag as she 
passed on. ‘‘The poor craythers,” 
murmured the priest ‘‘their wit is as 
natural as for a mule to chew her cud, 
or a cow to kick,” delightfully uncon- 
scious of the ‘‘bull” he had made in 
his wvnatural mixing of the figures. 
Leaning back in his cab, a keen ob- 
server could readily discern that the 
priest's mind was busy with other 
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thoughts. ‘‘ ‘Gospel,’ ‘Grace,’ ‘God,’ 
‘Aye,’ he added, ‘‘I think I seea glim- 
mer of light,”as he recalled the closing 
sentence on the bills, ‘‘ God commena- 
eth His love towards us in that while 
we were yet sinners Christ died for us.” 
‘‘The meaning of ‘Gospel’ I know is 
‘glad tidings, but ‘grace’ I donot know 
unless it be this: God loved sinners 
as sinners. Christ died for sinners as 
Be the powers, that must be 
it. I thought he only loved saints, and 
dear help me, I always knew I was not 
much ofa saint, though I think I’m 
still far ahead of the ould Jesuit.” He 
then repeated a‘‘Hail Mary,” and add- 
ed ‘‘O, Virgin Mary intercede for me ; 
Saint Joseph pray forme ; my Guard- 
ian Angel protect me; all Saints and 
Angels of heaven pray for me. Amen.” 

But neither in the remnant of self- 
righteousness he had just voiced, nor 
in this idolatrous prayer did he find 
comfort. By this time he arrived at 
the door of the ‘‘Shamrock” where we 
will take our leave of him for the pres- 
ent.

BY A PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
MINISTER. 

A correspondent of the Southern 
Churchman, in acommunication dated 
Baltimore, May 10, 1888, thus describes 
a sight which he recently beheld. For 
the benefit of the readers of THE Con- 
VERTED CATHOLIC we quote the brief 
article entire. 

A SIGHT ! 

The eyes of many of the good peo- 
ple of this city were opened wide this 
morning by a remarkable show which 
made its appearance on the street at 
about half-past nine o'clock. The Car- 
dinal Prince of the Romish Church 
rode in magnificent state, in his open 
carriage, preceded by a band and drum 
corps, uniformed in white with red fac- 
ings, and followed by a mounted body 
guard of Pontifical troops, in uniforms 
of white and red, with red Uhlan hel- 
mets, and armed with sabres and lanc- 
es, to the latter of which were attached 
pennons of white and red. It wasa 
marvelous show, and no mistake. Car- 
dinal Gibbons was on his way to East 
Baltimore, to officiate at some ceremo- 
ny or other, and took this occasion to 
thus parade his princely importance. 
Every man of the ‘‘church militant” 
guard seemed to feel the responsibility 
of his office, and showed by his man- 
ner how much more willingly he would 
obey any behest of his Prince,than any 
order of municipal or legal authority. 
The procession marched down Charles 
into Baltimore street, and proceeded 
on this principal business thoroughfare 
ofthe city to it destination. It wasa 
queer sight in a republican country, in 
which there are so many creeds, to see 
a so-called ‘‘Prince” of one sect, thus 





accompanied by an armed body-guard, 
with all the pomp which one might 
have expected to see in Rome, during 
the by-gone days of Papal temporal 
power. We may well ask, What next! 
The writer of the above description 
may well style the spectacle which he 
witnessed ‘‘a sight,” for it must have 
been such indeed. And is it not pass- 
ing strange that here in republican 
America, a leading ecclesiastic of the 
Romish persuasion should style himself 
a ‘‘Prince?” We believe that none of 
the vagaries of Joe Smith or Brigham 
Young,in the wildest days of Mormon- 
jsm, ever reached anything quite equal 
to this. The childishness of such a 
‘‘show,” and the puerility involved in 
the assumption of the designation of 
‘Prince ” by any private individual, 
might Well set an American laughing, 
were it not for certain serious truths, 
which such conduct suggests. We here 
behold the cloven foot of Popery dis- 
playing itself without disguise. And 
are we not called to consider that such 
a ‘‘Prince” and his colleagues may call 
upon their satellites to make the final 
desperate attack sooner than we now 
expect? A Popish priest said toa 
friend of the writer: ‘‘You Protestants 
sometimes speak of a religious war here 
in America, which is sure to come, and 
for my part, I wish it might begin with- 
in the next two years!” Americans, 
throughout the length and breadth of 
our country, think upon these things !

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FATHERO'CONNOR’S LETTERS TO CARDINAL GIBBONS. 


LETTER XXV. 








New YORK, SEPTEMBER 18, 1888. 

Sir :—In Letters XIX. and XX., I treated at some length on the teaching of 
your Church that “Out of the Roman Catholic Church there is no Salvation.” 
You implied in your letter to Rev. Dr. H. M. Field, which called forth those two 
letters of mine, that there were Christians “in all denominations” who would be 
saved. Your design, doubtless, was to show how tolerant you were, as becom- 
eth a good American citizen. But you would not dare to preach in your pulpit 
in Baltimore or to publish over your own name that there is salvation for those 
who do not believe in the dogmatic teaching of your Church. 

From my youth up I had been taught, in catechisms, in text books of theology, 
in the writings of the Fathers, and in the canons and decrees of the Councils 
that there was no salvation for human beings except in the Roman Catholic 
Church. This you learned in the same seminary where I made my studies for 
the priesthood—St. Mary’s, Baltimore. 


I have never met a priest whodenied that such was the teaching of your 
Church, except those who were willing to leave the priesthood, and become free 
men—if they could. Many priests do not teach it, just as they do not teach the 
infallibility of the Pope ; they ignore it. You, Cardinal, as an American citizen 
anxious for the growth of your Church in the Republic, to disarm opposition, 
might wish it were otherwise. But Father Muller, ofthe Redemptorist Order, 
whose “Catechisms” you recommended last January as teaching “sound Roman 
Catholic doctrine,” will not let you or any other bishop or priest to wear a mask 
on this subject. In the following letter he challenges Fathers Young and Elli- 
ott to show that they are not teaching heresy when they venture to assert, like 
you, that there are Christians of ‘other denominations,” and that there may be 
salvation for some persons outside the Roman Catholic Church. Father Mul- 
ler’s defence of this cast iron doctrine of your Church is printed in the New 
York Freeman's Journal, Sept. 15,1888. Here it is:

To the Editors of the Freeman's Journal: y 

GENTLEMEN :—I ask you for space in your grand old defender of Catholic 
truth to reply to what I would call heretical remarks of the Rev. Walter Elliott, 
C. S. P., in the Catholic World for August, pp. 647 and 648. 

First let me premise by saying that, on January 26th of this year, there ap- 
peared in the Buffalo Catholic Union and Times an anonymous communication, 
headed “A Queer Explanation of Christian Doctrine,” and, on March 22d,anoth- 
er article, headed, “Can Protestants Have Divine Faith?” by the Rev. Alfred 
Young, Paulist Father. The Rev. Father Cronin, the editor of the Buffalo

Catholic Union and Times, cheerfully indorsed these articles, and told his read- 
ers that the anonymous article was written by the “Most Prominent Priest in the 
United States.” In that article the anonymous writer “W.” made a direct at- 
tack upon our little work, “Familiar Explanation of Christian Doctrine” (first 
edition published in 1875) or rather upon our Catholic Doctrine: “Out of the 
Catholic Church there is no Salvation.” 

The Rev. Alfred Young has tried, by mere assertions, to corroborate the mis- 
leading teachings of the anonymous writer, ““W.” He says, forinstance: If we 
Catholics could be, shall 1 say, fear/ess enough to acknowledge that the common 
actual faith of Protestants, who are in good faith, is identical with ours in its es- 
sential quality, and saving their pitiable ignorance, I am convined that it would 
open the way for the conversion of many of them. “I was a baptized Christian. 
Now, mark it. I did not, neither could I, lose the capacity to make meritorious 
acts of divine faith, no matter what I believed or disbelieved as I grew up; no 
matter whether I became a Jew, Mohammedan, or infidel.” 

This being the belief of Father Young, we were not surpised when we read 
these words in the same article : “In becoming a Catholic, our (Father Young’s) 
faith underwent no change !” 

From these remarks the reader will better understand the following passage in 
the Catholic World: 

“One service Bishop Coxe, of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Buffalo, 
has unwittingly done us: he has given Catholics the opportunity of repudiating 
the preposterous teaching of a certain ‘Familar Exposition of Christian Doctrine.’ 
He quotes from it a wholesale sentence of damnation against the entire mass of 
non-Catholics put in terms chosen with grotesque awkwardness and evident ill- 
feeling. This author’s teaching has been repudiated and disproved in the Bish- 
op’s own city of Buffalo, by the Catholic Union and Times. It is contrary to princi- 
ples of sound theology, and squarely against the express teaching of Pius IX., in 
his Invitation to the Council of the Vatican. The books of the author contain 
specimens of the most outrageous plagiarism we ever heard of, none more so 
than this same ‘Familiar Explanation ;’ but such blundering as the above is the 
product of his own original genius. I once heard an exceHent sermon tending 
to prove that stupidity is no bar to salvation, but it should be a bar to writing 
Catechisms and other works of popular instruction. The fact that this writer be- 
longs to a most respectable Order of religious men, who edify the whole country 
by their labors for the conversion of sinners, has hitherto saved him from the 
castigation he so richly merits.” 

Every one who has read this passage and the anonymous criticism in the Buf- 
falo Catholic Union and Times has sufficient reason to think that the Rev. 
“Walter Elliott is the author of it ; for it, like his remarks inthe Catholic World, 
contains ever so many assertions without the least proof from Holy Scriptures or 
Tradition for the truth of any of them. 

Logically, therefore, we can apply to the Rev “W.” Elliott all the richly mer- 
ited castigations which we have given in our work, “Out of the Church there i: 
positively no salvation,” to the “Most Prominent Priest in the United States.” 
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All Catholics are under great obligation to Bishop Coxe for “One service he 
has unwittingly done us;” he has given to Fathers Elliottand Young the oppor- 
tunity of making known to the Catholic public their heretical sentiments in the 
Catholic World and in the Buffalo Catholic Union and Times, and thereby he has 
given to all Catholics in this country the opportunity of detecting the 
lurking liberalism in matters of faith, and of repudiating the preposterous 
and anti-Catholic teaching of the Rev. “W.” Elliott in the Catholic World and 
of the Rev. A. Young, a teaching that has been repeatedly proscribed, reprobat- 
ed, and solemnly condemned by PiusIX. _As to ourselves, we most sincerely 
thank Bishop Coxe for having given us, through the Buffalo Catholic Union 
and Times,and the Cathotic World, the opportunity to set into clear light a dog- 
ma of the Catholic faith, which, in our century, has been explained by many ina 
manner altogether contrary to the teaching of the Fathers and Doctors of the 
Church. This is indeed very strange since even the Protestant churches of 
Scotland and England once held the Catholic dogma, “Out of the Church of 
Christ there is positively no salvation.” We have deemed it necessary to make 
a strong, vigorous uncompromising presentation of this Catholic dozma against 
those soft, weak, timid liberalizing Catholics who labor to explain away all the 
points of Catholic faith offensive to non-Catholics, and to make it appear that 
there is no question of life and death, of heaven and hell, involved in the differ- 
ence between us and Protestants, 

With our dear Saviour we say: ‘Si male locutus sum, testimonium perhibe 
le malo; si autem bene, quid me caedis?” “If I have spoken ill, give testimo- 
ny of the evil; but if well, why strikest me?” St. John, xvili., 23.) 

If our teaching, according to the assertion of the Rev. W. Elliott, is contrary 
to the principles of sound theology and squarely against the express teaching of 
Pius X., why has he not proved his assertion? But if our teaching is accord- 
ing to the sound principles of theology, and strictly according to the express 
reaching of Pius IX., why has the Rev. W. Elliott calumnated us, and our works, 
and the Propaganda of Rome, and so many eminent and learned prelates, priests, 
the Catholic press, and Catholic authors, such as Dr. O. A. Brownson, who have 
bestowed great praises upon our works? Why has he calumniated Pius IX.,who 
has repeatedly condemned the doctrine that the Rev. W. Elliott teaches, and 
solemnly protested, in expressions of the greatest indignation, against ths insult 
and calumny of all those who, like the Rev. W. Elliott, have asserted that he had 
taughtsuch doctrine? (See our work, “No Salvation Out of the Church,” pp 
215 and 216.) 

We therefore challenge the Rev. “W” alter Elliot to produce the least proof 
from Holy Scripture, or from the writings of the Fathers and Doctors of the 
Church, or from any any General Council of the Church,or from the Encyclicals 
and Allocutions of Pius [X., to show that our doctrine is erroneous.
